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Transit talks roll past midnight 

O Negotiations stretch into early Thursday morning as two sides return to the bargaining table for first time 
since the pickets went up O Municipal deal puts rostering back on table, which doesn’t make union very happy 



Metro Transit and the Amalga¬ 
mated Transit Union returned 
to the table Wednesday — one 
week after over 700 transit 
operators walked off the job. 

It was a marathon 
negotiating session, but no deal 
had been reached as of press 
time. 

“(Negotiations are) going 
lousy,” said an exasperated Ken 
Wilson, president of 
Amalgamated Transit Union 
Local 508, just after 6 p.m. 

“They put the rostering back 
on the table, and here we are, 
guys. We don’t know how long 
or if there’s even a point to stay 
at negotiations as long as roster¬ 
ing is on the table.” 

Metro Transit director Eddie 
Robar did not speak to media on 
Wednesday. 

Union representatives 
presented a counter-offer to 
Metro Transit just after 9 a.m. 
Wednesday. 

The union’s submission built 
on one made by management 
last week, which did not 
include “rostering” — a schedul¬ 
ing system that would remove 
transit operators’ ability to 
choose their shifts based on sen¬ 
iority — and provided a 3.5 per

cent raise over two years. 

The union’s counter-offer 
proposed a nine per cent raise 
over three years — which 
Wilson had previously 
described as an opening gambit 
to be negotiated down. 

Based on the scant details 
released to reporters, neither 
offer was substantially different 
from what both sides proposed 
last week. 

Wilson said the union moved 
on some “big things” since their 
last proposal on Jan. 30. 

“We gave up the ability to 
work out of both (the Ragged 
Lake and Burnside) garages, two 
spare boards, which removes 35 
people off the spare board by 
creating a vacation board,” Wil¬ 
son told reporters. 

“These are big things for us 
that we’re moving on, huge 
things that (are) going to hurt 
some members, but it’s the 
right thing to do.”

Public opinion will be a big 
factor in how the Metro 
Transit strike gets re¬ 
solved, according to a 
Saint Mary’s University re¬ 
searcher. 

Dr. Kevin Kelloway said 
that public opinion largely 
depends on people’s feel¬ 
ings toward labour unions 
in the first place. 

“Particularly in a public 
sector strike, the support 
of the public is usually 
seen as a fairly major de¬ 
terminant of how the

strike gets resolved,” he 
said this week. 

“If you watch these 
man-on-the-street inter¬ 
views, some people faced 
with the same set of cir¬ 
cumstances, (they) attrib¬ 
ute blame to the union for 
there being a strike and 
some attribute blame to 
the city for there being a 
strike.” 


That may be why both 
the Amalgamated Transit 
Union Local 508 and Metro 
Transit have somewhat 
varied accounts of what 
led to the strike, now in its 
second week, in the first 
place. 

“If you listen to the 
union, you listen to man¬ 
agement talking, they’re 
not actually talking to 


each other, they’re talking 
at each other,” said Kel¬ 
loway. 

“You’re not going to 
solve a strike that way. 
You’ve got to get past 
that.” 

The ATU and manage¬ 
ment met in Dartmouth 
Wednesday to discuss two 
new offers — one from the 
union, and one “approved” 
by Halifax regional coun¬ 
cil. By last evening, negoti¬ 
ations were continuing. 

But Kelloway said that, 
as with many strikes in 
Canada, the public may 
eventually lose patience 
with both sides.

Marking the 100-year 
anniversary of the sinlcing 
of the Titanic, the Azamara 
Journey will visit Halifax 
for the first time on April 
12 as the first vessel of the

“Halifax is certainly on 
that Titanic theme,” said 
Cathy McGrail, manager of 
cruise development at the 
Halifax Port Authority, not¬ 
ing the victim’s graves at 
the Fairview Cemetery and 
the anniversary exhibit at 
the Maritime Museum of 
the Atlantic. 

Typically a day-trip des¬ 
tination, this year Halifax 
will be the starting point 


for a number of vessels, 
said McGrail. 

The port is expecting to 
see between 235,000 and 
245,000 passengers, she 
said. 

“We’re looking at an¬ 


other strong season and 
anticipating that it will be 
very similar to last year,” 
said McGrail on Wednes¬ 
day, adding the port saw 
about 243,000 passengers

Former boxing trainer Tom McCluskey dies 


Local legend 


Dartmouth’s Tom Mc¬ 
Cluskey, one of Canada’s 
most respected boxing 
coaches whose under¬ 
standing of the sweet sci¬ 
ence was considered 
second to none, has died. 
He was 87. 


Born in Charlottetown, 
“Young Tom” McCluskey’s 
boxing career began in Oc¬ 
tober 1937 at the age of 13. 
Standing just over five- 
foot-seven, with a fighting 
weight between 130 to 145 
pounds, he had what has 


been described as a cat-like 
ring style and could deliver 
damaging blows while op¬ 
ponents were distracted by 
his feints. 

McCluskey was unde¬ 
feated in 35 amateur and 
professional bouts. But his 


career ended abruptly at 
the age of 24 after suffer¬ 
ing a double skull fracture 
while serving as a stoker 
with the Royal Canadian 
Navy during the Second 
World War. 

Retirement did not 


quell his passion for box¬ 
ing, however. He began 
managing and training 
boxers in Dartmouth, 
where his wife Gloria 
would later serve as mayor 
before it became part of 
Halifax, the Canadian press

The population in Western 
Canada has finally sur¬ 
passed that on the other 
side of Ontario — a trend 
that has been decades in 
the making, but was com¬ 
pounded by the recent re¬ 
cession.

Halifax is growing, to the 
detriment of rural Nova 
Scotia. 

Statistics Canada re¬ 
leased its first wave of data 
from the 2011 census on 
Wednesday. Halifax’s popu¬ 
lation is up 4.7 per cent 
from the 2006 census, but 
it’s still under the national 
average of 5.9 per cent. 

“It’s good growth, it’s 
pretty significant,” said 
Marc Melanson, regional 
advisor with Statistics 
Canada. 

We don’t get a lot of im¬ 
migrants, but the vast ma¬ 
jority of them tend to stay 
in Halifax, plus rural Nova 
Scotians are moving to the 
city, Melanson explained of 
the increase. Census data 
proves several small com¬ 
munities are dropping. 

“I don’t find it surpris¬ 
ing,” said Paul Kent, presi¬ 
dent and CEO of the 
Greater Halifax Partner¬ 
ship. “Population growth is 
largely the result of eco-

But what’s really inter¬

“There’s potential for 
that to create a magnet ef¬ 
fect for labour and people 
to locate in and around the 
Halifax area,” Kent said. 

Low population growth, 
as well as losing young 
workers to other provinces, 
is one of the biggest issues 
for Atlantic Canadian com¬ 


panies, Kent said. That’s 
why economic develop¬ 
ment is so important. 

“Major developments 
like shipbuilding, like 
Shell’s deepwater drilling, 
the Maritime transmission 
link with Newfoundland 
are part of the solution for 
what is definitely a veiy 
challenging issue,” he said.

Nova Scotia’s population is 
growing. But barely. 

According to 2011 Cen¬ 
sus data released Wednes¬ 
day, Nova Scotia’s 
population growth is the 
slowest in Atlantic Canada. 

With a population of 
921,727, it’s up 0.9 per 
cent from the 2006 census. 

Why? Declining immi¬ 
gration, low fertility rates 
and the continued out-mi¬ 
gration of workers to the 
West, said Marc Melanson, 


regional advisor with Sta¬ 
tistics Canada. 

“Nova Scotia continues 
to lose in that factor, the 
exchange with other 
provinces,” he said. 

And while other At¬ 
lantic provinces are see¬ 
ing a boost from 
international immigra¬ 
tion, Nova Scotia is back¬ 
sliding a little. 

Gerry Mills, director of 
operations with the Immi¬ 
grant Settlement and Inte¬ 
gration Services (ISIS) in 
Halifax, said 2,424 immi¬ 


grants arrived in the 
province in 2009, and few¬ 
er — 2,408 — in 2010. The 
numbers for 2011 will be 
out in the next few 
months, she said. 

“But what we’re being 
told is they went down 
slightly,” she said. 


What’s positive is that 
way more immigrants are 
staying in the province 
than were staying a 
decade ago, but due to a 
federal cap on the number 
of provincial nominees 
there are fewer immi¬ 
grants arriving. 


“People have to select 
Nova Scotia as opposed to 
everywhere else,” Mills 
said, “and I think we need 
to do a better job of sell¬ 
ing Nova Scotia and Hali¬ 
fax as a good destination.” 

What growth the 
province has is the result 
of those immigrants and 
non-permanent residents 
here on work terms or 
students, Melanson said. 
But he added any gains 
are offset by losing people 
to other provinces, 

Five Nova Scotia com¬ 


munities made the nation¬ 
al list of biggest losers in 
population. Among them: 
Inverness was down al¬ 
most 10 per cent and 
Yarmouth was down 5.6 
per cent. 

“It’s not a Nova Scotia 
thing, it’s a Canadian 
thing as well; there is cer¬ 
tainly a move towards ur¬ 
banization,” Melanson 
said. 

That’s part of the rea¬ 
son why Halifax’s popula¬ 
tion went up 4.7 per cent, 
he added.

“I think we can take 
great comfort in the posi¬ 
tives that are on the brink 
here, on the horizon,” he 


said. 

Good news like the 
shipbuilding bid, the Low¬ 
er Churchill project, as 
well as wind and tidal 
projects, will make an im¬ 
pact, and Paris said his 
government’s JobsHere 
strategy is helping busi¬ 
nesses — rural and urban 
— to compete. 

“We will need people, 
people with the right 


skills for the good-quality 
jobs that these projects 
are going to bring to Nova 
Scotia,” he said. 

Tory Leader Jamie Bail- 
lie sent out a statement 
Wednesday saying the 
NDP is causing the exodus 
and is the reason the 
province has the slowest 
population growth in the 
country. 

At 0.9 per cent, it 


means there were 8,265 
more people in Nova Sco¬ 
tia from 2006 to 2011. 
P.E.I. grew 3.2 per cent, 
New Brunswick 2.9 per 
cent, and Newfoundland 
and Labrador 1.8 per cent. 

“Nova Scotia used to 
vastly outpace growth of 
our Atlantic Canadian 
neighbours, but now we 
aren’t even in the game,” 
said Baillie. “The NDP’s 


high-tax, high-cost poli¬ 
cies are killing job cre¬ 
ation and leaving younger 
people with few opportu¬ 
nities.” 

But Nova Scotia’s 0.9 
per cent growth is the dif¬ 
ference between 2006 and 
2011. The NDP were elect¬ 
ed in 2009. Before that, 
the Tories were the party 
in power.

Disclosure 
case comes 
to high

RCMP confirmed Wednes¬ 
day that one man was 
found dead in a rural Al¬ 
berta house where two 
Mounties were shot. 

Sgt. Patrick Webb said a 
search was on for a 27- 
year-old man, Sawyer 
Clarke Robison, seen leav¬ 
ing the property after four 
officers from the detach¬ 
ment in Killam, about 160 
kilometres southeast of 
Edmonton, arrived on 
Tuesday afternoon. 

The officers went to the 
property as an ongoing in¬ 
vestigation the small de¬ 
tachment had been 
involved in for the last 
week. 

“The role of all the 
RCMP members 
here is to locate 
this individual and 
try to resolve this 
without any more 
shots fired or any 
injury to anybody.”

Gunfire erupted after 
they arrived and two of 
the officers, Const. Shel¬ 
don Shah and Const. Sid¬ 


ney Gaudette, were cut 
down. 

Webb said Robison 
could be armed with long- 
barrelled weapons and 
should be considered a 
high risk. He warned 
members of the public not 
to approach him. 

Police had said Tuesday 
that the public was not at 
risk and Webb reaffirmed 


that there is no risk to the 
public in a general sense. 

Robison, the primary 
resident of the house, is 
not a suspect, but is con¬ 
sidered a person of inter¬ 
est. 

“It is definitely in his 
best interest to contact the 
RCMP to speak with our 
investigators as soon as 
possible,” Webb said at a 


briefing Wednesday morn¬ 
ing at the Killam detach¬ 
ment. 

Police were trying to de¬ 
termine how the dead 
man was killed, Webb 
said. The man was not 
identified. 

Several weapons were 
recovered at the house, 
Webb said.

Ottawa couple charged

Nothing the military could 
have done would have 
saved the life of a 14-year- 
old boy who died on the 
frozen Labrador Sea, a chief 
of defence staff investiga¬ 
tion has concluded. 

The probe confirmed 
Wednesday that no chopper 
was available to fly from 
Happy Valley-Goose Bay, 
N.L., when the first request 
for help came on Jan. 30 to 
search for Burton Winters. 

There were two Griffon 
helicopters in Happy Valley- 
Goose Bay that day, but one 
was grounded for mainte¬ 
nance and the other needed 
an oil-line repair that was 
completed hours later. 

In any case, the cloud 


ceiling was too low for mili¬ 
tary flight in the region that 
day, said Rear Admiral Dave 
Gardam, the commander of 
Joint Task Force Atlantic, at 
a news conference in St. 
John’s. 

A military Griffon chop¬ 
per and an Aurora plane ar¬ 
rived on the night of Jan. 
31, after local searchers 
made a second request for 
help two days after Winters 
went missing, he said. 

The boy’s body was dis¬ 
covered the next day by a 
civilian helicopter, about 19 
kilometres from his aban¬ 
doned snowmobile outside 
the village of Maklcovik on 
the Labrador coast.

An Ottawa couple is facing 
cruelty charges after the 
humane society discovered 
a pet pot-bellied pig crip¬ 
pled by overgrown hooves.

A national panel on 
First Nations 
elementary and second¬ 
ary education released a 
long-awaited study 
Wednesday, saying 
there really is no 
national system for 
aboriginal education. 

The report called on 
the federal government 
to create a body to over¬ 
see First Nations educa¬ 
tion. 

It urged the creation 
of local organizations 
that would resemble 
regular school boards 
and called for more 
money for the system. 

It also said the right 


of aboriginal children 
to a good education 
should be written in 
law. 

“We were struck by 
the passion and 
commitment of the 
young people that we 
met and all of the peo¬ 
ple who are committed 
to First Nations educa¬ 
tion,” said Scott 
Haldane, the group’s 
chairman. 

“We recognized, 
however, that they do 
not have a system of 
support. There isn’t, in 
fact, a First Nations edu¬ 
cation system in Cana¬ 
da. And without that 
support, it’s very diffi¬ 
cult for them to achieve 
the goals that they have 
for young people and 
for young people to 
achieve their full poten¬ 
tial.” 

The three-member 
panel was appointed 
last year by Aboriginal 
Affairs Minister John 
Duncan and Assembly 
of First Nations Nation¬ 
al Chief Shawn Atleo.

Canada’s largest airlines 
have all launched all-inclu¬ 
sive pricing efforts that 
make it easier for passen¬ 
gers to determine the actual 
cost of flying. 

Air Canada began on 
Wednesday to advertise 
prices that show the final 
cost of a ticket by combin¬ 
ing the extra charges that 
have been left out in the 
past.

Murdoch group faces more lawsuits 


Rupert Murdoch’s News 
International has settled 
nearly all the cases against 
the company in the first 
wave of lawsuits for 
phone hacking by its jour¬ 
nalists, with a new round 
of apologies and payouts 
announced Wednesday in 
a London court. 

But a potentially dam¬ 
aging claim lodged by 
British singer Charlotte 
Church is still headed to 
trial later this month and 


a wave of new lawsuits — 
as many as 56 in all — is 
looming. 

News International, a 
division of News Corp., 
has tried hard to keep 
phone hacking cases from 
going to trial, launching 
its own compensation pro¬ 
gram overseen by a re¬ 
spected former judge and 
paying out millions of 
pounds in all in out-of- 
court settlements for 
about 60 cases. 


The lawsuit by Church, 
a former child singing 
prodigy, heads into court 
Feb. 28. Murdoch had the 
singer perform at his wed¬ 
ding when she was 13. 

Church testified that 
Murdoch's newspapers 
had spent years torment¬ 
ing her, often while she 
was just in her teens, 
blowing her credibility “to 
bits” and damaging her ca¬ 
reer.

This recipe is Rocco Dispri- 
to’s version of a trendy dish 
served in restaurants across 
North America — lobster 
pot pie. 

A typical pot pie like this 
will cost you around 680 
calories and 46 grams of fat 
per serving. But the chef 
has downsized that to just 
330 calories and six grams 
of fat. 

This is done by turning 
the pie into a cobbler, 
which means the crust is 
only on top. And the crust 
is made from a lower-calo¬ 
rie pancake mix that gives 
you the taste of a pot pie, 
but without all the fatten¬ 
ing richness of typical 
crusts. DiSpirito also added 
lean beef tenderloin, mak¬ 
ing this a true surf and turf 
delight. 

Lastly, he saved plenty of 
fat by thickening this dish 
with a delicious and pleas¬ 
antly sweet puree of beets, 
instead of the usual butter, 
cream and flour. 

Preparation: 

I ln a large stockpot, bring 
6 l (24 cups) of water to a 
boil.

2 Heat a medium non-stick 
skillet over high. Season 
beef with salt and pep¬ 
per, then spritz pan with 
cooking spray and add

beef to pan. Cook for l 
to 2 minutes or until out¬ 
sides are well browned 
and centres are rare, 
turning once.

Drain beets, reserving 50 
ml ( 1/4 cup) of the 
liquid. Cut two-thirds of 
the drained beets (about 
250 ml/i cup) into bite- 
size pieces (save remain¬ 
ing beets for another 
use). Add half of the beet 
pieces to a blender along 
with the 50 ml ( 1/4 cup) 
of reserved liquid. Cover 
and blend until smooth. 

Add 16 pumps of butter 
■ spray and cover and 
blend again just until 
combined. Pour pureed 
beets into a medium 
bowl and add remaining 
chopped beets. Add as¬ 
paragus to beet mixture 
along with cooked beef 
cubes and fresh 
tarragon. 

Heat oven to 200 C (400 
F). Remove meat from 
lobster and cut into bite- 
size pieces. Add to beet 
mix and stir until well 
combined. Season with 
salt and pepper. Spoon 
mixture evenly into a l-l 
(4-cup) oven-safe glass 
bowl or souffle dish. 

In a medium bowl, mix 
I pancake mix and water. 
Drop dough into 6 small 
mounds over lobster 
mixture. Bake for 15 min¬ 
utes or until top is 
browned and filling is 
heated through.
